Saskatchewan went 
up 2-0 five. minutes later when Erin Balfour scored her fourth goal of the 
championship.

P.E.[. closed to 3-2 on a goal by Corinne Allen but 
Dewar scored again and the Panthers never got closer. Other goalscorers for 
Saskatchewan were Terra Lee Flaman and Alison Stewart. Sandy Arsenault added 4 
second goal te round out the scoring for PEI. Dewar and Arsenault. the offensive 
catalysts for their respective teams were named the Players of the Game. 

The Bronze Medal game featured a fast and entertaining contest between the 
Ontario Blue Team and Alberta that featured plenty of skating and scoring chances. The 
Fame was finally won by Ontario Blue by the score of 2-1. 

Alberta got on the board first when Valerie Gill converted a Hayley 
Wickenheiser feed at 2:40 of the first period.
